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COUNTY AND TOWN 

Survey results 
show support for 
joint administration 
building idea 


Poll was as an 
“educational 
exercise ”

Most residents in Didsbury 
would be in favour of sharing 
an administration building 
with Mountain View County, 
according to the results of a 
questionnaire distributed by the 
Town of Didsbury. 

Sixty-two percent of 
Didsburians answered yes to 
the question "Would you be in 
favour of the Town of Didsbury 
sharing a joint-use administra¬ 
tion building with Mountain 
View County?” 

The questionnaire was is¬ 
sued in early February to gauge 
the opinion of Didsbury resi¬ 
dents. 

Over 2,000 questionnaires 
were printed and most were 
sent out with January's water 
bills. The Town received 326 
responses by the Feb. 28 dead¬ 
line. 

Fifty-two percent of re¬ 
spondents were in favour of the 
Town Office moving out of the 
downtown area with 46 per cent 
against and 58 percent of re¬ 
spondents were concerned the 
County would move its entire 
operation out of the Town of 
Didsbury. 

If the Town of Didsbury did 


leave its present Town office, 80 
per cent of respondents were in 
favour of designating the cur¬ 
rent office space for Library ex¬ 
pansion. 

Councillor Gary Dolha said 
the questionnaire was for infor¬ 
mation only. 

"It was purely an educational 
exercise to determine feedback 
to find out what people thought 
about the issue. I was surprised 
so many people were in favour 
of (a joint use building). 

Currently the County is com¬ 
paring the costs of renovating 
and repairing their existing 
building to the cost of construct¬ 
ing a new building. 

The idea of the Town shar¬ 
ing a building with County 
came from talks between the 
two municipalities about how 
they could cooperate to save 
their respective ratepayers 
money. 

The County passed a motion 
to start the process of con¬ 
structing a new building before 
the last municipal election. 

That motion was later re¬ 
scinded after 75 per cent of vot¬ 
ers voted against the building 
on a ballot at the election. 

A building committee was 
established in early 2002. At the 
end of the year they came up 
with a recommendation that 
included renovation options. 

Neither Didsbury Town 
Council or Mountain View 
County has an official direc¬ 
tion on a new administration 
building yet.

Special food arrangements 
made for hospital renovation

Alternate arrangements 
have been made to deliver food 
to patients and residents at 
Didsbury Hospital as the main 
kitchen undergoes renovation. 

A new floor is being installed 
in the room used for food prepa¬ 
ration as metal brackets are no 
longer flush with the floor and 
have become a tripping hazard. 

While the kitchen is down 
for approximately six weeks, 
food will be prepared at three 
smaller satellite kitchens lo¬ 
cated throughout the hospital. 

"The message we want to get 
out is this is a positive thing,” 
said Jim Moore, manager of the 
food services department at t he 
Didsbury facility. "We are ad¬ 
dressing a safety concern but 
we wili be able to continue 
meals to patients and resi¬ 
dents." 

The main kitchen will be 
closed for six weeks due to the 
time it will take the concrete 
poured to cure. All of the equip¬ 
ment will be removed from the 
kitchen while the work is done. 

A modified menu has been 
established for the weeks dur¬ 
ing the renovation. Usually the 
menu runs on a five week rota¬ 
tion. While the kitchen floor is 
being worked on the rotation 
has been condensed to two 
weeks. 

"It will be the same meals but 
there will be less variance over 
the short period," said Moore. 

A team was put together in 
preparation for the renovation 
that included many of the de¬ 
partments at the hospital. The 
team has been promoting the 
interim system to patients and 
residents at the hospital as well 
as coming up with solutions on 
the preparation and delivery of 
the food during the duration of 
the renovations.

"These people have been in¬ 
strumental in preparing for 
these renovations," said Moore. 

Moore also maintains every 
effort has been made to let the 
families of residents know 
about the situation at the hos¬ 
pital. A letter was sent out to 
families earlier this month out¬ 
lining the changes during the 
renovation. 

In addition all of the staff at 


the hospital has already been 
notified. 

When the floor in the 
kitchen is completed, it will be 
without any metal brackets 
that currently hide utility lines. 
A new "safety floor" will be in¬ 
stalled. 

In addition to renovating the 
floor the dish room will also 
have work done on its ventila¬ 
tion system.

Fuel costs is the 
biggest budget 
item, says 
MVRWC 

Rapidly rising fuel costs are 
having a major affect on costs 
for the Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Waste Management 
Commission. 

"Fuel costs are our single 
largest budget item," says 
Larry Nault, CAO of the Waste 
Commission. "We had budgeted 
for a 10^ rise in fuel costs and 
the prices of fuel flew past that 
mark within the first two 
months of 2003." 

Because the Waste Commis¬ 
sion is financed using a user 
pay system and not from tax 
dollars the price at the scale 
will rise to 10 cents a kilogram 
from its current 8.8 cents a kilo¬ 
gram to make up the increased 
fuel costs. "The only way to 
decrease these fuel costs are to 
increase participation in recy¬ 
cling and composting since 
both programs are handled lo¬ 
cally," says Nault. The last time 
tipping fees increased partici¬ 
pation rates in composting and 
recycling increased. Nault 
speculates that this is because 
recycling and composting are 
offered at no charge to trans¬ 
fer station users. "Not only does 
participation in these programs 
reduce our hauling costs, it also 
reduces the fees charged to our 
customers." 

Two other changes are com¬ 
ing to Waste Commission Eco- 
Sites. The first is the planned 
closure of the burn pits at all 
of the sites. The closure of the 
burn pits will coincide with the 
opening of the regional dry 
waste management site where 
wood debris can be disposed of 
at a lower cost than at the Eco- 
Sites. The wood will be chipped 
down at that dry waste man¬ 
agement site and used as 
amendments in compost piles. 
Several factors contributed to 
the decision to close the burn 
pits but the largest factor was 
concern for the health and 
safety of Commission staff, 
neighbours, and the environ¬ 
ment at large. 

The other change doesn't 
take effect until 2004. Begin¬ 
ning in January newsprint and 
newspaper will be a restricted 
disposal item. It will join cor¬ 
rugated cardboard which is 
currently a restricted disposal 
item at waste commission sites 
and a surcharge will be added 
to tipping fees for those who 
choose to dispose of newsprint 
and newspaper as garbage in¬ 
stead of recycling it.

Centennial Coin idea debated by Council 


Marking 
Didsbury's 
centennial w ith a 
coin questioned

Didsbury Town Councillor 
Harry Penner has been given 
the task to prove his Centen¬ 
nial Toonie idea has the back¬ 
ing in town to work properly. 

Councillors debated the 
idea of releasing 5,000 $2 
trade value coins into circu¬ 
lation to help celebrate Dids- 
bury’s Centennial in 2005 and 
narrowly passed a motion 
that allows Penner to inves¬ 
tigate in detail the support the 
coin would receive. 

The idea is to buy the coins, 
$10,000 worth, for $4,110 
plus GST. 

Business would buy the 
coins from the Town for two 
dollars each and then give 
them out as change to custom¬ 
ers. Customers would be able 
to spend the coin at local 
businesses. On Dec. 31, 2005 
the coins would no longer 
have any value and businesses 


could bring back the coins 
they had left to the town 
where they would be reim¬ 
bursed with the cash value. 

Penner said he approached 
the Chamber of Commerce 
about the idea and while he 
said they were enthusiastic 
about the idea, no one stepped 
forward wanting to spearhead 
the operation. 

Penner said the idea could 
produce a profit if more than 
2,000 coins were kept as sou¬ 
venirs. He also said the ini¬ 
tiative would support spend¬ 
ing at local businesses. 

"This is to promote busi¬ 
ness in Didsbury," he said. “If 
people have a*pocketful of 
these coins they will have to 
come to Didsbury to spend 
them." 

Councillor Clem Kuelker 
thought the idea had merit 
and suggested the Town sup¬ 
port the idea after receiving 
more information about the 
process of distribution and 
who would participate. 

"It would help to promote 
the town with something that 
was unique," he said. 

Because this was the sec¬ 
ond time Penner brought the 
issue before Council to dis¬ 
cuss, some Councillors were 
hoping for more information

about the project. 

Councillor Gary Dolha said 
there was a lack of documen¬ 
tation showing the coin idea 
would be a good one for Dids¬ 
bury. 

"Why can’t we have a list 
of merchants (interested in 
the idea)? asked Dolha. "I am 
reluctant to deal with a situ¬ 
ation when we don't know if 
the business community is 
behind it." 

Dolha said that almost all 
of the businesses in town 
would have to be willing to 
accept the coin in order for the 
promotion to work. 

"I can not support this 
without the appropriate in¬ 


formation that was asked for 
the first time," said Dolha. 

Dolha also asked if this 
was a project that would bet¬ 
ter suited for a service group 
as a fundraiser. 

Penner was also asked 
about whether enough busi¬ 
nesses would want to buy the 
coins up front in order to have 
them all distributed. 

When questioned about the 
logistics of the Centennial 
Coin idea, Penner said, "it 
irks me that Council will not 
back the businesses in town - 
with something that will only 
do good." 

Penner said he had talked 
to some businesses that were 
willing to buy 300 coins up 
front for the project. He said 
he felt he could get rid of all 
the coins in one day. 

Kuelker said he hoped to 
see all of the coins pre-sold for 
the next meeting and more of 
the questions answered. 

"With all of the program 
details in place the next time 
(Penner) presents it, with all 
of the names in place, the 
town wouldn’t have anything 
else to do with it," said 
Kuelker. 

Penner said he would have 
the necessary information at 
the next Council meeting.

Introducing a centennial coin 
to the Didsbury area to cel- 
ebrate 100 years is an excellent 
idea, providing that businesses 
1.J2L are behind the proposal. 

To help celebrate 100 years 
in Didsbury, Councillor Harry 
been pushing for 
t lie creat ion of' a t wo-dollar coin 
in order to recognize Dids- 
bury’s Centennial. 

If businesses are willing to 
embrace this concept, the idea 
should work and may provide 
a profit that could be kept by 
the Town or given to a local group. 

Penner was hoping Council would approve the idea at 
the last meeting. Some Councillors felt there wasn’t enough 
information to make a decision on the idea. Councillor Gary 
Dolha was hoping to see a list of merchants while Council¬ 
lor Clem Kuelker said he is hoping to see the 5,000 coins 
pre-sold at the next Council meeting. 

It is very important that the businesses in Town are in 
favour of this proposal before Council allocates $4,000 for 
a Centennial Coin project. 

If a coin is not widely accept within the local business 
community, local consumers may be reluctant to accept them 
as change. If that happens the project wouldn't have a lot 
of merit. 

But if it is proven that merchants are behind the idea, 
the two-dollar coin would be a great way to celebrate Dids- 
bury’s Centennial. And if the coins are attractive and of a 
high quality they would likely become keepsakes of those 
who reside in Didsbury and those who like to visit. 

More information is needed on this venture before it is 
implemented and support must be very clear before Council 
adopts such a concept. But if it is proven that a vast major¬ 
ity of businesses in Town are behind the concept and that 
there is a market for all of the coins - Council should back 
the initiative.

New fiscal stability fund is a step 
in the right direction 


Kudos to Alberta's Tories for 
starting a new fiscal stability 
fund. Putting all of Alberta's 
sometimes - high and some- 
times-low royalties from oil and 
gas into one fund, and then tak¬ 
ing out a steady, predictable 
$3.5 billion per year, is eminent 
good sense. Kudos also to the 
Liberals and NDP for having 
promoted this idea for many 
years. 

As the Financial Manage¬ 
ment Commission pointed out 
last year, nobody benefits from 
the "roller coaster" budgeting 
which has plagued Alberta for 
decades. Sudden bursts of in¬ 
frastructure spending drive up 
the cost of construction mate¬ 
rials and labour. Unpredictable 
(but inevitable) spending cuts 
make prudent planning diffi¬ 
cult if not impossible. Econom¬ 
ics aside, nobody enjoys the psy¬ 
chological roller-coaster of 
hearing that a new road, hos¬ 
pital or school will - and will 
not - and will after all - and still 
might not - be built. 

Since 1993, Alberta's bal¬ 
anced budget legislation and 
debt repayment legislation have 
formed a solid foundation for 
Alberta. Thanks to fiscal legis¬ 
lation, Albertans now see 97.3 
cents of every tax dollar going 
to programs, with only 2.7 
cents lost to debt servicing. Con¬ 


trast this with Ottawa, where 
debt servicing costs are the 
largest item in the federal 
budget, eating up 21% of it. 

What's still missing in Al¬ 
berta is legislation to protect 
taxpayers and control spend¬ 
ing, which is 58% higher today 
than it was six years ago. 

From 1996 to 2002 Alberta's 
population grew 12%, but pro¬ 
gram spending increased from 
$12.8 billion to $20.2 billion. 
This 58% spending increase is 
the result of politicians saying 
"yes" to the insatiable and vo¬ 
racious appetites of various in¬ 
terest groups, all of whom have 
a knack for dramatic claims 
and emotional appeals. 
Whether the pitch is for more 
spending on health care or edu¬ 
cation or social services or in¬ 
frastructure, lobbyists of all 
stripes know how to use words 
like "crisis" and "chronic 
underfunding." To pay for this 
spending increase, Premier 
Klein broke his pre-election 
promise and raised taxes by 
$641 million last year, includ¬ 
ing raising the health care pre¬ 
mium tax to $1,056 per year. 
For an Alberta family getting 
by on $35,000 per year, this 
$1,056 tax bill is not easy to pay 
- even if broken down into in¬ 
stalments of $88 per month. 

In the 1980s and early 1990s, 


taxpayers in Washington faced 
a similar problem, as their state 
government grew more rapidly 
than inflation and population 
growth. The door was always 
open to politicians to raise 
taxes, and they did. Using their 
right to initiate and vote in ref- 
erendums, citizens put a pro¬ 
posal on the ballot to limit 
growth in government spend¬ 
ing to inflation plus population 
growth. Voters approved this 
spending control law in 1993, 
and it came into effect in 1995. 
Since that time, politicians have 
been forced to choose priorities 
rather than taking more earn¬ 
ings away from taxpayers. ’Due 
reductions have been slow but 
permanent, without reversals 
like those seen in Alberta's 
2002-03 budget. A non-partisan 
study of how Washington's law 
has succeeded in controlling 
spending, conducted by the In¬ 
stitute for Public Policy and 
Management, is available from 
www.ofm.wa.gov/l-60l/doc99/ 
99study.htm. 

The fiscal stability fund is 
good news for taxpayers. But 
it should not be the final chap¬ 
ter of Alberta's success with fis¬ 
cal legislation.

Canada’s war stance hurting business, says Day 


Canadian Alliance 
foreign affairs critic 
visits Olds

The federal government’s decision to 
keep Canada out of the war in Iraq will 
certainly have a negative impact on Al¬ 
berta’s economy, including the vital ag¬ 
riculture sector, according to Canadian 
Alliance foreign affairs critic Stockwell 
Day. 

Speaking at the Wild Rose constitu¬ 
ency’s annual general meeting in Olds 
on Saturday night, Day said American 
business interests will increasingly side 
with U.S. military partners such as 
Australia rather than Canada. 

“Now when an American business¬ 
man has a choice between Australia or 
Canada, same product, they are going 
to buy Australian beef,” said Day. “If 
you don’t support them, they will go 
looking for business somewhere else. 
We're going to continue trading with the 
United States; I hope so, since 87 per 
cent of all of our trade goes south to¬ 
day.” 

“We’re now witnessing a new politi¬ 
cal realignment worldwide. We are see¬ 
ing a new geopolitical divide, and our 
Prime Minister has put us in the camp 
of nations like Libya, Syria, Iran, com¬ 
munist China, France, Russia. We look 
across the chasm at our former allies, 
Australia, Great Britain, the United 
States. We’re not with them, we’re in 
another camp.” 

“We should be joining our historical 
allies and working to disarm Saddam 
Hussein.” 

Prime Minister Chretien says the 
majority of Canadians support his gov¬ 
ernment’s decision to keep Canada out 
of the war, now in its second week. 
Chretien has cited recent polls backing 
the government's position. 

Third-term Wild Rose Alliance MP 
Myron Thompson - who supported Day 
in his unsuccessful Alliance leadership 
contest against Stephen Harper - says 


the Canadian government should ignore 
polls and bring Canada into the war. 

“This last week of anti-American 
comments is absolutely the most de¬ 
structive thing I have ever seen between 
a strong coalition, a strong alliance with 
our best friends south for the border,” 
said Thompson. 

“Trust me folks in this last decision 
regarding the war in Iraq, the finger 
was licked, it was put up, what direc¬ 
tion was the wind blowing, and that’s 
what was declared. That’s not leader¬ 
ship.” 

The Canadian government should put 
more money into the military, ban all 
terrorist groups from Canada, and ex¬ 
pel Iraqi diplomats, said Day. 

Peace activists protesting against the 
war in Iraq are misguided, he said. 

“The people protesting for peace to¬ 
day. and 1 respect their right to protest 
although they would be shot dead if they 
protested in Iraq against the Iraq gov¬ 
ernment, they talk about loss of life. The 
murder rate in Iraq stands at 5,000 per 
month, including women and children,” 
said Day. The Alliance has called for an 
international tribunal to try Iraqi leader 
Saddam Hussein. 

Following the meeting, Day was 
asked if he foresees Canada eventually 
getting into the war. 

“Not unless we change the govern¬ 
ment,” he said. “A change won’t come 
unless the government changes. France 
has said if Iraq uses weapons of mass 
destruction, they might come in. 
Canada might too. I don’t know what 
it would take.” 

British Prime Minister Tony Blair, 
who has committed troops to the war, 
“will go down in history as one of the 
heroes of history”, said Day. “On the 
other hand, the government of France - 
which indicated it would veto any reso¬ 
lution calling for armed force against 
Iraq - has “significant involvement in 
oil in Iraq and leads in terms of arms 
sales to that country,” he said. 

Following the meeting, Thompson 
echoed Day’s call for the Iraq diplomat 
to be kicked out of Canada. 

“To me that’s the least we can do,” 
said Thompson. “Send a message that 
we are not happy with the way this man

has been treating his own people for 
many, many years. He’s killed a million 
people. It’s time to stop this madness.” 

Asked if Canada might yet join the 
war, Thompson said, “I don't think so. 
They don’t have the equipment or the 
manpower. Even if they changed their 
minds they couldn’t do it.” 

Meanwhile, Thompson and his wife 
Dot continue to receive many cards, let¬ 
ters and emails of support regarding 
their son Dennis Thompson, 29, who is 
serving in the U.S. Army in the war in 


Iraq. Dot Thompson said, “I have terri¬ 
ble thoughts with him being over there 
but that’s what he’s been trained for 
and that’s what he wanted to do. I’m 
very proud of him.” 

“We won’t be hearing anything from 
him until it’s over,” said Myron. 

During his speech. Day said, “I be¬ 
lieve one day he (Dennis Thompson) will 
be here talking to you about the pride 
it is to put everything on the line to lib¬ 
erate people who are under the foot of a 
vicious dictator.”

Mountain View Seniors Housing will pay back the 
money to the County, with interest, over a 25 year 
period. 

Final reading of the bylaw is dependant on all par¬ 
ties involved, including member municipalities of 
Mountain View Seniors Housing to pay for their pro¬ 
portionate share of outstanding debt in case of de¬ 
fault, states a letter received by the Town from County 
Commissioner Harold Johnsrude. 

Mountain View County is attempting to borrow 
money on behalf of the lodge to obtain a locked in rate 
during the 25 year debenture. 

Borrowing the money through a bank would be like 
a normal mortgage with rate adjustments every five 


years.

Wildrose NIP 
Thompson’s son 
in Iraq war

Canadian Alliance Wild Rose MP Myron Thompson and his 
wife Dot are watching developments in Iraq with special atten¬ 
tion. knowing the Iraq war could be a matter of life and death for 
their youngest son. 

Twenty-nine year old Dennis Thompson is a United States 
Army Staff Sergeant stationed in Kuwait. 

"We’re both very up tight about it all,” said MP Thompson, 
himself a former U.S. Army soldier. “Of course we worry about 
him, but we know that that's what he is there for. He signed up 
for the U.S. Army and now he’s being called on to fulfil the com¬ 
mitment. 

“As a politician I am trying to keep things separate from my 
own personal feelings about my son. I'm trying to look at it from 
a national view.” 

"When I, as a parent, ask whether the risk my son is taking is 
worth it, I have to ask myself the same for all soldiers, regardless 
of where they come from.” 

A father of two based near Frankfurt, Germany, Dennis 
Thompson has been stationed on the Iraq boarder for the past 
several months. 

His mother Dot, speaking from Sundre, said that she is very 
anxious about the entire situation. 

"1 have terrible thoughts with him being over there," said Dot, 
“but that’s what he’s been trained for and that’s what he wanted 
to do. I’m very proud of him.”

“If possible, 1 will also give 
my best educated guess as to 
the origin of the item. It’s a 
starting point to work from. 
Many, many people continue on 
from here and do further re¬ 
search into that item on their 
own once they have a few of the 
details laid out for them.” 

Lehman is a firm believer 
that education can be a power¬ 
ful tool - especially when one is 
first starting their antique or 


collectable item repertoire. “I’m 
56-years-old now and started 
out in this business when I was 
19-years-old. I accompanied a 
friend to an auction and ended 
up buying a lot of stuff and find¬ 
ing out later that I paid much 
too much. 1 made myself a 
promise that this would never 
happen to me again and set out 
to learn as much as I possibly 
could.”

QUESTION: Sometimes I feel as though my children 
fight and argue as a method of attracting my attention. If 
this is the case, how should I respond? 

I)R. DOBSON: You are probably correct in making that 
assumption. Sibling rivalry often represents a form of ma¬ 
nipulation of parents. 

Quarreling and fighting provide an opportunity for both 
children to “capture” adult attention. It has been written, 
“Some children would rather be wanted for murder than 
not wanted at all.” A pair of obnoxious kids can tacitly 
agree to bug their parents until they get a response — even 
if it is an angry reaction. One father told me that his son 
and his nephew began to argue and then beat each other 
with their fists. Both fathers were nearby and decided to 
let the fight run its natural course. During the first lull in 
the action, one of the boys glanced sideways toward the 
passive men and said, "Isn’t anybody going to stop us be¬ 
fore we get hurt?!” The fight, you see, was something nei¬ 
ther boy wanted. Their violent combat was directly related 
to the presence of the two adults and would have taken a 
different form if the boys had been alone. Children will 
“hook” their parents’ attention and intervention in this 
way. Believe it or not, this form of sibling rivalry is easiest 
to control. The parent must simply render the behavior 
unprofitable to each participant. I would recommend that 
you review the problem (for example, a morning full of bick¬ 
ering) with the children, and then say, “Now listen care¬ 
fully. If the two of you want to pick on each other and make 
yourselves miserable, then be my guest (assuming there is 
a fairly equal balance of power between them). Go outside 
and fight until you’re exhausted. But it’s not going to oc¬ 
cur under my feet anymore. It’s over! And you know that I 
mean business when I make that kind of statement. Do we 
understand each other?” Having made the boundaries clear, 
I would act decisively the instant either boy returned to 
his bickering. 

If I had separate bedrooms, I would confine one child to 
each room for at least 30 minutes of complete boredom with¬ 
out radio, computers or television. Or I would assign one 
to clean the garage, the other to mow the lawn. Or I would 
make them take a nap. My purpose would be to make them 
believe me the next time I asked for peace and tranquility. 
It is simply not necessary to permit children to destroy the 
joy of living. And what is most surprising, children are the 
happiest when their parents enforce reasonable limits with 
love and dignity. 

QUESTION: I have observed that elementary and jun¬ 
ior high school students — even high schoolers — tend to 
admire the more strict teachers. Common sense would tell 
us that they would like those who were easier on them. 
Why do you think they are drawn to the disciplinarians? 

DR. DOBSON: You are right; teachers who maintain 
order and demand the most from their students are often 
the most respected members of the faculty, provided they 
aren’t mean and grouchy. One who can control a class with¬ 
out being unpleasant is almost always esteemed by her stu¬ 
dents. That is true because there is safety in order. When a 
class is out of control, particularly at the elementary-school 
level, the children are afraid of each other. If the teacher 
can’t make the class behave, how can she prevent a bully 
from doing his thing? How can she keep the students from 
laughing at one of its less able members? Children can be 
vicious to each other, and they feel good about having a 
teacher who is strong but kind. Second, children love jus¬ 
tice. When someone has violated a rule, they want immedi¬ 
ate retribution. They admire the teacher who can enforce 
an equitable legal system, and they find great comfort in 
reasonable social expectations. By contrast, the teacher who 
does not control her class inevitably allows crime to pay, 
violating something basic in the value system of children. 
Third, children admire strict teachers because chaos is 
nerve-wracking. Screaming and hitting and wiggling are 
fun for about 10 minutes; then the confusion begins to get 
tiresome and irritating. 1 have smiled in amusement many 
times as second- and third-grade children astutely evalu¬ 
ated the relative disciplinary skills of their teachers. They 
know how a class should be conducted. I only wish all of 
their teachers were equally aware of this important at¬ 
tribute.
